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Thousands line up 
U.S. Command report: 
to pay homage 
to Harry Truman 
More than 1,000 air raids

The body of Harry S Truman was 
carried today in a slow, solemn 
procession 
past 
his 
home 
on 
Delaware Street to the Truman 
Library where the 33rd U. 
S. 
President 
will 
lie 
in 
state. 
Thousands of Americans, ordinary 
and important, lined the streets to 
honor and mourn him. 
Common folk from the Missouri 
farmlands where he was reared 
gathered on a crisp, clear day to 
grieve the passing of the tough little 
“ Man of Independence.” Truman s 
body 
will 
lie 
in 
state, 
in 
a 
permanently sealed casket draped 
with an American flag, for 21 V2 
hours until Thursday’s plain, private 
funeral. 
Americans mourned him in the 
simple, quiet way he wanted. The 
motorcade left the Carson Funeral 
Home and moved slowly over the 
one and a half miles to the library. 
The procession passed in front of 
the stately, century-old Truman 
mansion, where Bess Truman; 87, 
his childhood sweetheart and wife of 
53 
years, 
their only daughter, 
Margaret Daniel, and close friends 
and relatives gathered to await the 
funeral. 
Three thousand military troops 
stood at attention along the 15-block 
route in the bright sunshine. 
President Nixon and his wife Pat 
flew to Independence to lay a wreath 
at the Truman Library in the 
afternoon and pay their respects to 
the family. The Nixons planned to 


return to Washington four hours 
later and will not attend the funeral 
on Thursday. 
Truman, 
whose 
momentous 
decisions during and after World 
War II shaped the destiny of his 
country, died Tuesday at the age of 
88 after a three-week fight against 
age and disease. 
Truman will be buried with the 
mementos he loved best — his 
Grand Master of the Mason Lodge 
pin in his lapel, his blue, purple and 
white Masonic apron around his 
waist and his 33rd degree Scottish 
Rite ring. 
He was dressed in his favorite 
dark blue pin-striped suit, a white 
shirt and black tie. 
Truman will be buried on the 
grounds of the library —“ in the 
courtyard, near the rose garden.” 
Because he was opposed to pomp 
and pageantry and said men provide 
their own form of dignity, there will 
be no riderless horse, no carriages 
and no drumbeats at the ceremony. 
The ceremonies were cut to three 
days to ease the strain on Mrs. 
Truman. 
“ Mrs. Truman is 87 years old, and 
the only reason to shorten it was to 
try to lessen the impact of his death 
on her as much as possible,” said 
Randall 
Jessee,

fam ily 
spokesman. 
The military announced today the 
only 
tentative 
pageantry 
for 
Thursday’s funeral —a 21-gun salute 
and a fly-over by 21 planes.

The commission had been asked 
for a recommendation on state 
proposals for the installation of 31 
signs on the segment of Highway 1 
to be built on the east border of the 
city. Acting city engineer Barry 
Gustafson 
presented 
some 
variations on the state proposal but 
still wound up with about the same 
number of signs. 


Com m unity 
D evelopm ent 
Director A1 Autry argued that the 
proposals would “ oversign the new 
freeway and that the visual impact 
was out of proportion to the need 
He said it would be better to delay 
some of the signs .until volume of 
traffic warranted it. 
The state would have major signs 
at Ocean and Central Avenues and 
Burton Mesa Boulevard, with the 
maximum at Central. Construction 
is expected to begin on the freeway 
in 1974 although some funding has 
already been authorized for some 
aspects of the project.

—Granted permission to Thelma 
E. Wilson to establish a board and

with a conditional use permit. 
—Delayed action on a list of 
proposed 
g u id e lin e s 
for 
architectural review, pending more 
input from environmental groups 
and from the general public. 
The Chamber of Commerce has 
indicated 
some 
concern 
about 
guidelines for the screening of 
loading areas and for proposed 
restrictions on the use of artificial 
materials such as artificial turf, 
grass, trees, bushes or vines as 
“ fulfillment or partial fulfillment” 
of the landscaping provisions. The 
commission will consider the item 
at an early meeting.

Inc , the development firm, said this 
could not be done, as some units are 
planned as close as 10 feet from the 
seawall 
Supervisor

Grant 
supported Clyde’s motion, but board 
chairman 
Curtis 
Tunnell 
and 
Supervisor Francis Beattie, north 


county representatives on the board, 
voted against it. 
Friends of the Hammond Estate 
claimed 
the 
seawall 
would 
be 
detrimental to public use of the 
beach. The Montecito Protective 
and Improvement Assn. supported 
this view, as did the homeowners 
association 
of

Bonnymede 
condominium project adjacent to 
the west. 


The board continued the hearing 
to next Tuesday to allow absent 
Supervisor Charles F. Catterlin to 
acquaint himself with the testimony 
and cast the deciding vote.

Command, in the first detailed 
report of the air war over North 
Vietnam, said today 
more than 
1,000tacticalf ighter-bomber strikes 
and 147 B52 missions were flown 
during the week of Dec. 18-25, and 
listed 72 military targets hit in this 
biggest bombing campaign of the 
war. 


The nine-page report fell far short 
of describing the magnitude of the 
raids, some of which the Command 
said struck as close as one mile 
from the center of Hanoi. The report 
did not include the massive bombing 
that 
resumed 
after 
a 
36-hour 
Christmas halt. 
Communist reports from Hanoi 
said the raids continued today. The 


Communist reports said the bombs 
cut a swath of destruction through 
Hanoi 
itself 
and 
that tens 
of 
thousands of refugees were fleeing 
the city. A Polish report said bombs 
fell one kilometer (.6 of a mile) 
from the center of Hanoi today, and 
a Swedish report said the city shook 
as if an earthquake had hit.

Recently people took a nostalgic 
interest in early radio programs like 
“ The 
Shadow ”, 
“ The 
Lone 
Ranger,” and “ Fibber McGee and 
Molly.” Lompoc resident Leonard 
Cassou has been interested in the 
other end of old radio days for 30 
years 
He collects old radios. 


In his garage and home on E. 
Airport are solid remains and initial 
history of the receiving end of 
commercial 
broadcasting 
— 
“ wireless” 
radios. 
Cassou 
has 
collected a general cross-section of 
now 
antique 
radios 
made 
by 
hundreds of companies between 1919 
and 1933, from a crystal set to the 
first tube radios and plug in radios 
to radios with the first super 
hetrodyne 
circu itry, 
which 
represents the end of antique radios 
in Cassou’s estimation. 
His museum includes radios made 


by pioneers in the broadcast radio 
field: RCA, Kennedy, Atwater Kent 
(“ The Ford of radios” ), Kolster 
(“ The Cadillac of early radios” ), 
Zenith, Crosley, and others. 
Cassou started collecting antique 
radios around 1940 as a hobby and 
has retrieved old radios and radio 
parts discarded in barns, attics, and 
junkyards ever since But he did not 
begin to restore the sets until last 
year. 


“ I began collecting sets with the 
idea that I would have a lot of time 
on my hands when I retired.” said 
Cassou, now four years retired as a 
machinist supervisor. 
Now he has restored about 20 sets 
and 
18 speakers 
into workable 
condition “ They all play,” he noted 
proudly. 
Cassou owns the earliest wireless 
radio, a crystal set, used to pick up 
military code transmissions (before 
voice transmissions) and amateur 


broadcasts 
before 
commercial 
broadcasting started in 1919. Crystal 
sets had 
no energy source or 
speakers. You used earphones. 
He owns about 20 battery energy 
or tube radios, which got smaller 
each year (1921 to 1928). They had 
speakers 
that 
resembled 
big 
megaphones 
and 
were 
sold 
separately from the radio. Radio: 
$80, speaker: $30 
Cassou has collected several of 
the first plug-in radios, which came 
out in 1928 According to Cassou, 
plug-in radios were responsible for 
the final and greatest acceptance of 
radio by the American public. 
At its beginning, radio was not 
allowed in most homes. It was 
looked upon as the alfa wave or sixth 
sense affect of today. 
The population beiieved anyone 
who fiddled with radio in those days 
was odd,” recalled Cassou. 
This was so from about 1902 to

and the B52s, which usually strike in 
groups of three, 30 tons each. The 
North Vietnamese delegation to the 
Paris talks said 40,000 tons of bombs 
were dropped last week.

World leaders past and present mourn Truman

Most of his enemies forgave Harry S 
Truman today and world leaders past and 
present remembered the wartime and 
peacetime deeds of the statesman from 
Missouri 
They remembered the 33rd president as 
the man who championed the postwar 
reconstruction 
of Europe, 
the 
North 
Atlantic Treaty Organization (NATO» and 
the intervention of American troops in the 
Korean conflict. 
They also remembered Truman as the 
man who authorized American airmen to 
drop the world’s first atomic bombs on 
Japan in World War II—thus making 
Hiroshima 
and 
Nagasaki 
symbols of 


holocaust. 
Japan remembered that, but it also 
remembered his other accomplishments. 
“ He made a name that will live in history 
like those of Churchill and Stalin,” said 
Shukichi Kase, a former ambassador of 
Japan in Washington. 
“ For America,” he said. “ Truman was 
the right man at the right time.” 


One of the critical voices was that of 
Kazumi Inoue, 56, a survivor of the 
Hiroshima bombing. “ There was no need 
for his action,’’ he said. “ The war would 
have ended anyway.” 
President Park Chung-hee of South 
Korea sent a bouquet of flowers to the U.S. 


Embassy and said in tribute to Truman: 
“ His name has become dear to the Korean 
people.” 
Spokesmen for another World War II 
enemy, Germany, reacted differently. In 
the West, there was sorrow and in the 
East, denunciation. 
“ The memory of Harry S Truman will 
always remain alive in Germany,” said 
West German Chancellor Willy Brandt. 
“ The* German 
people 
will 
always 
remember 
him 
in 
gratitude 
and 
veneration,” 
said 
President 
Gustaf 
Heinemann. 
But the East German news agency said 
the Truman Doctrine of economic and 


arms aid to countries threatened by 
communism led to the Cold War. 
Spokesmen for a third World War II 
enemy. 
Italy, 
praised Truman as a 
defender of democracy, independence and 
freedom. 
Many noted that Truman was capable of 
surprises at home and abroad. 
"We never thought that America, under 
the little senator from Independence, could 
solve the world’s great problems,” said 
former Greek cabinet minister Spyros 
Markenzinis. “ But he solved them.” 
“ I was the only one to bet on the re- 
election of the president," said former 
French foreign minister GeQrges Bidault.

bury Managua dead 


MANAGUA, Nicaragua (U PI) —Demolition crews using 
dynamite and bulldozers leveled a major section of this 
city, entombing unnumbered earthquake victims while Red 
Cross squads searched out and burned on site the scattered 
, bodies of the other unknown dead today. 
The government reversed policy and began feeding the 
living in what was left of the other parts of downtown 
Managua in an effort to stem widespread looting. Troops 
assigned to guard the city have abandoned their effort to 
control it. 
A government spokesman said at least 3,000 persons 
perished in the earthquake last Saturday, but said a final 
official death toll was impossible because of the number of 
bodies burned in the ruins of Managua 
Some experts said the final toll might reach 6,000. 
An 
eight-by-forty-block 
district 
was 
declared 
a 
“ contaminated area” Tuesday. Officials prepared to follow 
the demolition job by spreading lime thoughout the area to 
lessen the danger of disease from decomposing bodies. 
The army began setting up 19 distribution stations today 
to distribute five-pound packages of rice, beans, sugar, 
powdered milk and clean water for 107,000 persons who 
refuse to abandon their homes after Saturday’s disaster. 
The city’s pre-quake population was 400,000 
"We must feed those who are still here,” military 
strongman Gen. Anastasio Somoza said Tuesday night in 
relaxing earlier government reluctance to hand out food 
and to hasten evacuation of the city. 
Nearly three-quarters of Managua’s population had fled 
to nearby cities of Masaya, Leon, Granada and others by 
late Tuesday night.

Anti-conflict of interest bill signed 


SACRAMENTO (U P I» —Gov. Ronald Reagan has signed 
an anti-conflict of interest bill aimed at prohibiting 
lawmakers from having any financial involvement in 
prepaid health plans that do business with the state. 
The governor also signed legislation Tuesday increasing 
state support of foster children by $7.5 million a year and a 
bill granting women prisoners the same right to an abortion 
as other expectant mothers. 
The conflict of interest bill, carried by Assemblyman 
Gordon Duffy, R-Hanford, prohibits a legislator or 
members of his family from holding a direct or indicrect 
financial interest in any firm seeking a state MediCal 
contract for prepaid health care programs. 
Originally, the measure established rules and regulations 
for such plans, which now total 22 statewide and are worth 
about $100 million a year. 


The conflict provision was inserted in the wake of 
disclosures by the Los Angeles Times concerning several 
lawmakers and their direct or indirect connections with 
firms seeking Medi-Cal prepaid health care contracts. 
One opponent, Assemblyman Walter Karabian, D- 
Monterey Park, warned that the conflict clause was so 
“ loose and broad” that it could "virtually cripple” the 
realtively new prepaid health care program. 


Karabian is a member of a Los Angeles law firm which 
has represented medical groups seekins such contracts 
from the state Department of Health Care Services.

A llegations 
of 
cannibalism

circulating shortly after the 
dramatic news last weekend 
that the 16 survived the 
crash high on an icy Andes 
slope.

Reagan gave most 
state workers the day off Thursday. He said state offices 
would maintain work forces to meet emergency situations 
and to provide vitally necessary public services. 
A spokesman for Reagan said the day of mourning would 
not be exactly like a state holiday because it was uncertain 
how many state employes would be needed on the job.

SACRAMENTO (UPI) —The California National Guard 
commander says arson is being investigated as a possible 
cause of a spectacular fire that destroyed the state military 
unit’s headquarters. 
The blaze also caused "extensive” damage to the, 
headquarters building of the Department of Motor 
Vehicles, which housed the guard and the state Military 
Department on its fifth floor.

developed (earphones to speakers, 
am ateur 
to 
co m m ercial 
broadcasting) radio was accepted as 
legitimate entertainment by 1923, 
Cassou indicated. 
Still, battery radios proved much 
bother to people because of the 
inconvenience 
of 
maintaining 
storage 
batteries 
as 
well 
as 
expensive and shortlived dry cell 
batteries. 
“ Radio really sold when plug-in 
radios came out in 1928,” he said. 
Cassou also owns one of the first 
radios to come out in 1933 with super 
hetrodyne circuitry which enabled 
radio owners to tune in a broadcast 
with one dial. He said this circuitry 
represented 
the end period 
of 
antique radio collection because 
SHC is still being used in radios 
today. 


Before 1933, SHC was available 
but only on the most expensive sets. 
Most radios before 1933 used “ tuned 
radio frequency circuitry.” With 
this circuitry, a person had to 
manipulate three dials to select and 
separate 
one 
broadcast 
from 
another 


The disadvantage of crystal and 
battery sets, stated Cassou, was you 
often heard two stations at one time 
Restoring his collection was a 
difficult job made harder as needed 
parts are no longer manufactured 


“ They haven't made tubes for 
these sets for years If you want a 
part you have to get it from other 
collectors,” reported Cassou. 
He knows of SIX other antique 
radio collectors in U S. The reason 
for so few collectors, he maintains, 
is because of the unavailability of 
old radio parts. 
Consequently, Cassou has had to 
make and improvise needed parts 


Cassou, a ham radio operator 
since 1930, was 10 years old in 1923 
when he became enthralled with 
radios He had read a book, "Tom 
Swift and His Wireless.” Shortly 
after he obtained a crystal set by 
selling 12 cases of salve. 
He built it from a kit. Where he 
lived at Lake Hughes in Southern 
California, the crystal set could not 
pick up a broadcast. The closest 
station was 65 miles away and 
set reached only 25 miles. In 1923, 
there were 75 broadcasting stations 
in the U.S. 
“ I listened hours and hours and 
hours trying to hear something All I 
heard was a little static,” he said 
Later, as the commercial aspect 
of radio broadcast became more and 
more 
lu c ra tiv e , 
stations 
mushroomed across the county and 
lietter radio receivers evolved.

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The scope of care 
Aid is more than food packages

NEW YORK - (NEA) - 
When a skinny type walks 
into a r o o m, chances are 
someone will come up with 
the over-used crack, “Send 
her a CARE package.” The 
CARE service has become 
so synonymous with f o o d 
that it comes as a surprise 
to learn of all its other suc­ 
cessful endeavors to help the 
needy. 
The year 1971 marked a 
milestone for C A R E — 25 
years of serving. In 1946 the 
first food packages were de­ 
livered in Europe to h e l p 
save millions from starva­ 
tion a f t e r World War II. 
S i n c e then 
CARE 
has 
r e a c h e d into Asia, Latin 
America, the Middle East 
and Africa. And the experi­ 
ence gained each year has 
guided its growth into pro­ 
grams that span the range of 
human needs from food to 
health to skill and knowledge 
to help the hungry feed and 
support themselves. 
The organization has not 
been devoid of assistance. 
Americans a n d Canadians, 
41.250,000 strong, have con­ 
tributed a cumulative total of 
approximately $282 million. 
Host governments have con­ 
tributed and there have been 
U.S. d o n a t i o n s of farm 
abundance for an over-all 
total of more than $1.25 bil­ 
lion of assistance to the 
needy in 73 countries. 


THE IMAGE of CARE as a provider of essentials such as 
milk for these Indonesian children is a real one. But there is 
much more than the food package to the organization’s full 
range of activities. 


In self-help programs that 
benefited nearly two-million 
people the young w e r e a 
main target. Work was com- 
p 1 e t e d or underway on 
shared-cost partnerships to 
build 504 primary schools, 17 
secondary schools and 97 
nutrition centers. Under self- 
help aid safe water sources 


were built for 399 communi­ 
ties. 


Medical t e a m s brought 
modern treatment and pre­ 
ventive measures to 50(),000 
persons while they trained 
local personnel to bring good 
health to millions. 
In Bangladesh, under an 


emergency housing p l a n , 
30,000 h o m e l e s s families 
moved into 5,000 homes they 
helped build for themselves, 
with the help of CARE, be­ 
fore the monsoon came. 
By adding host govern­ 
ment contributions and U.S. 
grants, CARE provided $7.32 
worth of aid for every dollar 
Dress up, dress down — but dress!

Insignis, 
Inc., 
of 
Santa 
Barbara. 


The vote favoring the rezoning from 
agricultural 
designation 
to 
design 
residential was 3-1. with Supervisor George 
H. Clyde casting the no vote. Supervisor 
Daniel G. Grant's motion for rezoning was 
backed by board chairman Curtis Tunnell 
and Supervisor Francis H Beattie. 


Supervisor Charles F. Catterlin was 


unable to attend the hearing. He was 
reported visiting an ill uncle in Los 
Angeles. 
Philip Marking, attorney for Santa Ynez 
Citizens 
for 
the 
general 
plan, 
said 
opponents 
are considering 
taking 
the 
rezoning to court or seeking to upset the 
supervisors’ decision by a referendum as 
was done with the El Capitan rezoning. 
Marking warned the board that its action 
sets a precedent whereby other blocks of 
agriculturally zoned land in anta Ynez 
Valley and elsewhere in the county can be 
urbanized. Supervisor Beattie said he did 
not feel it was a precedent, while Clyde 
said he agreed with Marking that this could 
happen

In the anta Barbara - Hueneme - Ventura district, the 
angling pressure was com paratively light. The few that 
went out were well rew arded with catches of large ling cod, 
some white sea bass and halibut. All local landings are 
running party boats daily. 
The bottom fishing boats out of San Simeon have closed 
down for the winter months. 
FRESHW ATER FISHING 
On the quiet side, Cachuma and Casitas Lakes both report 
trout fish-picking up with weekly plantings. Best fishing 
seems to be trolling deep, using a leader with a num ber of 
attractor blades, with a bunch of worms at the end. 
Some of the best local fishing has been at Laguna Lake, 
which has been receiving regular plantings. This lake is 
easy of access and is clear and cold, so the trout are at their 
best lim its of five are easily acquired, salmon eggs and 
som etim es a m arshm allow is the best bait. 
Lopez Lake is improving, according to the chief ranger 
Jim Antoine. He says they are working on the gold fish 
problem. So far no one has come up with a satisfactory cure 
for the pests. Best fishing results so far have been trolling 
from a boat. But when we visited the lake last week we 
noted quite a few lim its being caught from the shore in the 
cottonwood area, near the finger docks. 
Not much action from M argarita Lake, as few anglers 
have been outr Also no reports as yet from Nacimiento 
Lake, probably everything quiet on account of the holiday. 
Atascadero and Laguna Lakes were to have been stocked 
last week, but that the planting in Ventura County was held 
up on account of cold tem peratures. Planting will be 
resumed soon as the w ater warm s. 
The State Fish and G am e Commission rejected a request 
that it waive the F and G Code with regard to the num ber of 
“ raptors” that may be possessed. We had to get aid from 
our well worn dictionary to find out that a “ raptor” is a 
predatory bird, such as a vulture or a falcon. 
The request asked that a num ber of falcons be perm itted, 
instead of the limit of two birds. Apparently the party 
making the request, had a deal with a golf links to get rid of 
the coots that were infesting the greens! The Commission, 
on advice from the DFG, said that falconry was a sport, 
and that they would not com m ercialize falconry. There 
some 600 licensed falconers in the State 
With regard to the announcem ent last week of the Wild 
Trout Program , we have a further notice from Mr. May of 
California Trout concerning his group’s intense interest in 
the program . He said that although they anticipated m ore 
stream s, they were pleased with both the D epartm ent and 
the Commission, for their part in making the Wild Trout 
Program a reality, taking 17 stream s for a start. 
We have checked over the stream s selected for a start 
but find apparently no stream s in central or southern part 
of the state included in the program , apparently none being 
suitable. 
Pigeon hunting in northern Santa B arbara County was 
much as forecast last week, with cold w eather having sent 
the birds south. A few were taken in the south end of 
Monterey County, but the birds soon left, cleared out by the 
cold snap. 
We have a note that may be of interest to our local 
Bighorn Sheep Conservationists to the effect that Richard 
Weaver, Associate Wildlife M anager - Biologist has been 
named Wildlife Officer of the Year by the Shikar - Safari 
Club International.

Harry S. Truman 


It was just over a quarter-century ago 
that the heavy mantle of the presidency 
fell unexpectedly upon the shoulders of a 
little-known 
vice-president. 
A 
nation 
already mourning the deaths of thousands 
of its young men on battlefields around the 
world now grieved for the commander-in- 
chief and wondered what the future held. 
There were few on April 15,1945, the day 
Franklin D. Roosevelt died, who thought 
that Harry S. Truman, one-time captain of 
artillery, ex-haberdasher, former county 
judge and U.S. senator, would be little 
more than a caretaker president. 
The fighting in Europe was almost over; 
the collapse of Japan could only be a 
matter of months. Truman would merely 
preside over the conclusion of a war 
already won and fill out the remainder of 
FDR’s fourth term while Americans went 
back, once more, to “normalcy.” 
Surely there was no one that day who 
could foresee that the crises that were to 
come in the next few years would be as 
grave and as challenging as any in our 
history, that Harry S. Truman would be 
faced with some of the most difficult and 
far-reaching decisions any president ever 
had 
to make, that he would win a 
surprising election to the presidency in his 
own right and would again find himself 
leading the nation in war. 
I \ Within four months after fate thrust him 
into world leadership, Harry Truman 
addressed the first meeting of the United 
Nations 
in San Francisco, 
met with 
Stalin at Potsdam and made the historic 
decision to use the atomic bomb against 
Japan. 


Within a year, a new kind of war — the 
Cold War — was a reality. In 1947, Truman 
announced his Truman Doctrine and sent 
aid to Greece and Turkey to fight and 
“contain’’ communism, which had already 
swallowed Eastern Europe. 
The $12-billion Marshall Plan to rebuild 
Western Europe was but the beginning of 
the nation’s vast, worldwide foreign aid

program. 
At home, inflation, strikes, influence- 
peddling scandals and a Republic Congress 
gave Harry Truman little rest in office. 
Had he been retired in 1948, as everyone 
expected, Truman would still have left an 
indelible mark on American history. But 
against all the odds, he won another term 
almost 
singlehandedly, 
with 
his own 
patented brand of gutty, give-’em-hell 
campaigning. 
Then, in 1949, came the Berlin blockade, 
Russia’s explosion of its first atomic 
bomb, the Communist take-over in China. 
NATO, the Allied military alliance, was 
born. 
In 
1950: 
Communist 
North Korea’s 
invasion of South Korea and Truman’s 
decision to commit American troops. 
Then, the Chinese intrusion into the war, 
the clash with MacArthur, the military 
stalemate that cast a shadow over his last 
years in office. 
Looking back now from our position of 
economic prosperity at home and a fairly 
stabilized 
East-West 
power 
balance 


abroad, we can judge the decisions that 
were made and the actions that were taken 
and not taken between 1945 and 1953. 
We can see mistakes, but we can also 
see triumphs. 
Not the least triumph was the fact that 
Harry Truman, the most ordinary of 
Americans, had the capacity to rise, first, 
above the machine politics of Missouri to 
become an able senator serving the entire 
nation with his War Profits Committee 
and, later, to meet the challenge of the 
presidency in a manner that strengthened 
the entire free world 
Harry S. Truman — whistle-stopping, 
Republican-baiting, letter-writing, piano- 
playing, 
helling-and-damning, 
peppery 
Harry S. Truman. There was always a 
little of the pugnacious ward politician in 
him. But where it counted, behind the 
lonely desk in the White House where the 
sign said “The buck stops here,” he ranked 
with the best of them. 


W e l f a r e . . . ? 


During last week s city council 
meeting a Lompoc citizen took the 
opportunity to speak on behalf of a 
man whose use permit to run an 
ecology center is in jeopardy. 
The citizen made 
a good point. That 
was, that the person 
in v o lv e d 
w a s 
attempting to set up 
a business, to keep 
himself 
employed 
Many 
others, 
the 
citizen said, choose 
to go on welfare 
rather than work at 
anything. 
As an aside the citizen remarked 
something to the effect that the city 
of 
Lompoc 
itself 
was 
seeking 
“ w elfare” 
from 
the 
federal 
government I may be mistaken but 
his 
remark 
appeared 
to 
be 
derogatory. 
He did not specifically state what 
“welfare” the city was seeking. 
Perhaps he was referring to all the 
programs through which the city is 
involved in obtaining federal and 
state grants. 
There 
are 
several, 
including 
revenue 
sharing, 
the 
Public 
Employment Program, the regional 
sewer plant expansion grant, and 
park grants. 
What 
the 
citizen 
may 
be 
overlooking, if indeed he was being 
derogatory, is the fact that the 
federal government is collecting 


this 
money 
trom 
taxpayers, 
including Lompoc taxpayers. The 
federal government is giving this 
money to local governments for one 
project or another. 
If the city of Lompoc chose to sit 
back, and not fight for and get this 
“welfare” 
it 
would 
mean 
that 
Lompoc taxpayers would be paying 
to help other cities with their 
projects while doing without a few 
things themselves. 
This brings it out of the "welfare” 
category. It is Lompoc taxpayer’s 
m oney. 
S in ce 
the 
fed er a l 
government is going to give it to 
some city anyway there is no logical 
reason why Lompoc should not get it 
to improve streets, build parks, 
expand the sewer plant, hire needed 
employes — all which helps to hold 
down the local tax rate 
The argument against the system 
should not be “don’t take money 
from the federal government”, it 
should 
be 
“why 
is the federal 
government getting so much it can 
give it away?” 
It would be much better if the 
federal government cut its tax rate 
to just enough to operate the federal 
governm ent; 
then 
let 
local 
governments increase their tax rate 
just enough to provide for their 
citizens 
Most local government officials 
would favor doing this, because 
most money coming back to cities 
from the federal government has so 


many strings attached that local 
officials and citizens lose the right 
to control themselves. 
But as it stands, and I repeat, the 
federal government is collecting the 
money; Lompoc citizens are paying 
their share; the federal government 
is going to hand it out to local 
governments 
in 
one 
form 
or 
another, so to be critical of Lompoc 
attempting to get its taxpayer s 
share, is to be critical ot tne city s 
attempts to improve conditions and 
services for its citizens.

Initiative shifts 


WASHINGTON - Already taking 
shape 
following 
the 
disastrous 
failure of the cease fire negotiation 
is a determination in Congress to 
seize the initiative for peace. This 
comes out of a growing conviction 
that the White House now has no 
way out of the tangled web that 
Henry A. Kissinger so painfully 
delineated 
The gloss of optimism he put on 
the sorry record of failed intentions 
and 
the 
haunting, 
humiliating 
memory of “peace is at hand” rates 
as hardly more than cosmetics. To 
think that Hanoi will now negotiate 
on Washington’s terms is the same 
kind of wishful dream stuff of a 
decade of tragedy and frustration 
dressed up in ignorant predictions of 
light at the end of the tunnel and 
victory just around the corner. 


Senate 
Majority 
Leader Mike Mans­ 
field 
has 
been 
steadfast 
in 
sup­ 
porting 
past 
at­ 
tempts to use the 
power of the purse 
to shut down the 
war. 
Three times 
the Senate voted to 
cut off funds for 
Vietnam 
after 
a 
certain 
date 
and 
three 
tim es 
the 
House rejected the 
Senate resolution. 


This has the highest priority for 
M ansfield 
today 
and 
he 
is 
determined in the new congress to 
try 
once 
again 
to compel 
the 
administration to end the war and 
bring 
the 
remaining 
American 
troops home As past efforts have 
shown, that is easier said than done 


But the shock and total disillusion 
over what had been heralded in late 
October as imminent success gives 
it a new urgency. 


Those 
considering 
this course 
suggest that privately it might even 
be welcome to President Nixon If 
Congress took the initiative out of 
his hands he could say to President 
Nguyen Van Thieu in Saigon and to 
the small right wing fringe here at 
home that he had no option but to 
move out. The consequences would 
fall on Congress and not on the chief 
executive 


l'his is on the assumption that 
Thieu’s stubborn fear for his own 
future is the root cause of the 
failure. Despite Kissinger’s kind 
words 
about 
compassion 
and 
understanding it is evident that 
Thieu worked his own form of 
blackm ail 
to 
undermine 
the 
negotiation Part of that blackmail 
has been the vilification of Kissinger 
over the Saigon radio in Hitlerite 
terms. 


If and when Congress gets down to 
still one more attempt to bring an 
end of the shooting the charge will 


inevitably arise that this is certain 
to prolong the conflict. Every effort 
to get a negotiated peace during the 
past two years has drawn this same 
charge. It was raised against Sen. 
George McGovern in the campaign 
when he promised to end the war, 
bring home the troops and the 
American prisoners 
immediately 
after his inauguration. Incidentally, 
even his principal foreign police 
advisers who are convinced that 
“peace is at hand” was part of a 
planned deception on the eve of the 
election feel that it made no es­ 
sential difference in the outcome. 
They consider it to have been a kind 
of insurance against the use of the 
war issue by the Democrats and an 
extra push toward a landslide. 
In light of what has now happened 
this is singularly unimportant. What 
matters is that the war goes on with 
the massive bombing of the north 
adding thousands to the toll of dead 
and injured. These, of course, are 
“natives" and apparently in the

conscience 
count 
for 
nothing By one calculation four tons 
of bombs fell every minute night and 
day during the latest round of 
Kissinger - Le Due talks. 
This will not bring an end to the 
war. It will not compel Hanoi to 
return to the bargaining table. That 
has been amply proved in the past. 
The North Vietnamese have the will 
and the capacity to conduct an 
underground war for an indefinite 
time terrible though the cost may 
be 
Hanoi has just signed a new 
military - economic agreement with 
the Soviet Union. This win mean 
something in the ability to continue 
the war. If the United States goes to 
even further lengths to shut off 
Haiphong harbor and bomb the land 
entries the hopeful Nixon overture 
to Moscow will be in jeopardy. That 
is a 
measure of 
what Thieu s 
demand for victory — and it is no 
less than that — can cost
